London, Jan. 17.—Ixwd Salisbury, in 


his address to the house of lords, at 
the opening of parliament, defended 
martial law In South Africa and-urged 
tie opposition to remember t^at they 
were not dealing with t&e Question as 
to whether or not th-py could make out 
a good case against the government, 
jyhe premier pleaded that they should 
not allow their eagerness to Imp-rove 
their party position make them forget 
the issue, whether or not Groat Brit- 
ain should -be the victor in the- war. 
He reminded the opposition that a 
wrong settlement now -would impose 
grare difficulties and embarrassments 
upon the nation for many years to 
Come. 


Replying to the premier, Lord Rose- 


berv said ha favored a passive policy 
of p«ice -which wouM receive over- 
tares when made, and thai in this 
connection be wished to know the 
truth of the rumors concerning the 
visit to London of Dr. Kuyper, the 
premier of Holland. "Had Dr. Kuyper 
brought such overtures?" he asked. 
"Not so far a» I know," answered 
Lord Salisbury, "Have any overtures 
•been received from the Boer leaders 
1& Europe?" asted Lord Rosebcry. To 
this question Lord Salisbury answer- 
ed, "No."

He said Uie 
same, to a large measure, was true of 
Ireland, where the government, at 
present, was "floundering •between 
concession and coercion," and urged 
the adoption of the moat liberal pro- 
gram toward Ireland.
